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The Almshouse continues in charge of Mr. and Mrs. George P. 
Chapin, as Master and Matron. They have performed their duties 
in a faithful and satisfactory manner. The inmates, although 
few in number, are aged, and require much and close attention, 
which has been given faithfully and for the best interest and comfort 
of all. Everything about the house shows that neatness, good order, 
and economy have been practiced, and that the interests of the 
Town have been kept in mind, as well as the comfort of the 
inmates, The Overseers are satisfied that it would be hard to fill 
their places, should they feel that they could no longer remain in 
charge. 


The number of inmates at the beginning of the year numbered 
four — and at the close three. One has died — Aza Frizell, aged 
82 yrs. Two were admitted for a short time, but have been taken 
by friends, who provide for their entire support. One ( Mary 
Bird), has her board paid to the Town. 

The average number of inmates gives 193 3-7 weeks for one per- 
_ son, making the cost $3.66 per week for each inmate — against 
$4.63 last year. Although very little has been paid out in repairs 
during the year, the number of inmates are so few that it would 
be hard to reduce the annual expense of their support. 

The amount expended during the year for the support of the 
poor out of the Almshouse, not including the insane, was $688.84 
against $427.43 last year. Included in this amount ($688.84) 
are charges to other Towns and the Commonwealth for the support 
of their poor living in Walpole, amounting to $219.09, which has 
been or will be paid into the treasury of the Town. 

The cost of support of the Insane during the year has been 
$836.40. The number of insane at the commencement of the year 
was six; at the close four— two having died during the term.

The circulation of books was largest in March, and smallest in 
July. 
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Twenty more persons have taken out books than in 1888. 

Books have been sent to East Walpole as heretofore, once a 
week. About 1500 have been sent during the year. 

The books used by the C. L. S. C. have been added to the 
library.

We had hoped that the new catalogue would have been ready 
ere this, but we found the necessary preparations and work so far 
done, so much greater than we expected they would be, that it has 
been impossible to get ready. We hope now to publish in May, 
and for that purpose have reserved part of last year’s appropri- 
ation ; but ought to have the same as last year. . 

A new catalogue, we hope, will greatly enhance the usefulness 
of the library ; andas a mere matter of convenience is much needed. 
We would therefore recommend that the sum of $700 be appro- 
priated by the Town for the use of the Public Library for the year 
ensuing.

REPORT OF THE ENGINEERS OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT, 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 

The Engineers of the Fire Department respectfully submit the 
following for the year ending Dec. 31, 1889: 

March 8th. — The barn owned by Nathan Cobb, was burned in 
East Walpole. It was insured for $400. 

March 13th.—Small fire on land of Dr. Cullis, which was 
extinguished without much damage. 

March 24th. — Fire at Norton Mills. The prompt arrival of 
the firemen, with the assistance of the citizens, saved the mill from 
much damage. Insurance awarded $750. 

April. — There were three fires in woods on the Plain, to one of 
which the department was called out. The damage would not 
exceed $100. 

July 26th—Fire in picker room of Willard Lewis & Son. 
Damage $150. 

Oct. 2nd. — Fire in picker room of Willard Lewis & Son. 
Damage $50. 

Oct. 25th. — The worst fire of the year occurred at the home of 
Julius Guild, where a large barn filled with hay, horses, and cows, 
was totally destroyed, with quite a number of swine. Loss $5,000, 
The neighbors did good work at this fire, keeping the house wet 
until the firemen arrived. The house was scorched, and the 
shingles badly damaged. Loss on house $150. 

Feb. 25th. — Fires at South Walpole. The house on the Dorr 
farm, known as the squash house, was burned to the ground. 
Loss claimed $1,000; insured $500. Building owned by Mr. Job. 
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June 15th. — The house of W. O. Carroll was burned to the 
sround. Most of the furniture was saved. ‘The fire caught from 
a defect in the brick oven. Loss $1,000; insured $500. The 
adjoining buildings were saved. 

At this time it is well to say something about the condition of 
the apparatus, etc. 

The Hook and Ladder truck is well supplied with ladders, 
hooks, etc. What they need now, is some chemical extinguishers 
of the Pony pattern. 

The Hose Company have the hose carriage and about five hundred 
feet of hose, which has seen hard usage, and will not stand the 
strain required to do good service. It is keptin the cellar of the 
Town House, which is a very poor place for it; but the best we 
can do at present. 

The Engine at South Walpole, is a good one, and the members 
of the company are quick to respond to an alarm of fire, and 
should receive the support of the citizens of this town. ‘The hose 
with this engine is in poor condition, and should be replaced with 
new. We also recommend the shingling of the engine house, 
which leaks badly. 

We would also recommend the purchase of land, and building a 
house suitable for the present and future needs of the depart- 
ment, in the centre of the town.

TOWN WARRANT. 


CoMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS. 
Norfolk, SS. 


To either of the Constables in the Town of Walpole, in said County. 
GREETING. 

In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, you are 
directed to notify the inhabitants of the town of Walpole, qualified 
to vote in elections and in Town affairs, to meet at the Town Hall 
in said Walpole, on Monday, the third day of March next, at half 
past twelve o’clock in the afternoon, then and there to act on the 
following articles : — 

ArticLtE 1. To choose a Moderator to preside in said meeting. 

ARTICLE 2. To hear the annual reports of the Selectmen and 
other Town officers, and act thereon. 

ArtTIcLE 3. To determine the methods of repairing the high- 
ways, town-ways, and bridges, during the ensuing year. 

ArticLe 4. To choose all necessary Town officers for the 
ensuing year. 

ArticLte 5. To see how the Town will vote on the following 
question : — ‘‘Shall licenses be granted for the sale of intoxicat- 
ing liquors in this Town?’’ The check-list shall be used, and the 
vote shall be by separate ballot, and the ballots shall be ‘‘ Yes”’ 
or ‘‘ No,” in answer to the question. 

ArticLe 6. To determine the manner of collecting the taxes 
for the ensuing year. 

Artictr 7. To see if the Town will approve of the list of 
Jurors as prepared by the Selectmen, and posted as required by 
law. 

ARTICLE 8. To see what compensation the Town will allow 
the Engineers and members of the fire department for their ser- 
vices the ensuing year. 

ArticLe 9. To see if the Town will appoint or instruct the 
Selectmen to appoint special Police officers to enforce all laws 
bearing upon the sale of intoxicating liquors, and appropriate 
money therefor. 
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ArTIcCLE 10. To see what compensation the Town will allow 
persons maintaining street lamps for the ensuing year. 

ArTICLE 11. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Board of Engineers to purchase land, and build a suitable house 
thereon, for the fire apparatus, and appropriate money therefor, 
upon petition of Charles Fales and others. 

ArticLeE 12. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Board of Engineers to purchase hose and equipments for the Cen- 
ter and South districts, and also to shingle the house at South 
Walpole, and appropriate money therefor, upon petition of Charles 
Fales and others. 

ARTICLE 13. To see if the Town will widen, straighten and 
regrade Kendall street, as laid out by the Selectmen, upon petition 
of Samuel Allen and others, and appropriate money therefor. 

ArtTicLE 14. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen 
to sell the stone on the Pound lot at the junction of Elm and Station 
streets, and to construct a ‘‘ sufficient pound ” on the Almshouse lot. 

ARTICLE 15. Tosee if the Town will give free of charge the 
use of its halls in the Town house to the G. A. R. Post, No. 157, 
and to the Women’s Relief Corps, No. 54, Dept. Mass., for enter- 
tainments for the ensuing year. ' 

ArtTicLeE 16. To make appropriations of such sums of money 
as may be necessary to defray the expenses of the Town not other- 
wise provided, for the ensuing year. 

ARTICLE 17. To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary to defray the expenses of the Town for the ensuing year. 

ARTICLE 18. To see if the Town will vote to fix the time within 
which taxes assessed therein shall be paid. To see if the Town 
will allow a discount on taxes paid on or before that date, and 
what interest shall be charged on any taxes remaining unpaid at 
that date, and to fix the compensation of Collector of taxes. 

ArTICLE 19. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Col- 


lector, in collecting taxes, to use all means which the Treasurer 
may use when appointed Collector. 


ARTICLE 20. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money 
in anticipation of taxes for the current year, and to issue notes of 
the Town therefor, and the debts incurred under the authority of 
this vote are hereby made payable from said taxes. 
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ARTICLE 21. ‘To see what action the Town will take in relation 
to the compensation of the Superintendent of Streets, as provided 
for in Chapter 98, Acts of 1889, and appropriate money therefor. 

ARTICLE 22. To see if the Town will accept of a street or 
Town-way as laid out by the Selectmen, over the land of Mary B. 
Johnson and Martha Lamson — running from North St. to Cem- 
etery St., about 51 rods in length and two rods wide, and appro- 
priate money for the construction of said street or Town-way, 
upon petition of Henry P. Plimpton and others. 

ARTICLE 23. To see if the Town will provide for the transpor- 
tation of scholars to and from the East, South, West, and North 
districts, and the High School, and appropriate money therefor, on 
petition of F. W. Bird and others. 

ARTICLE 24. To see what action the Town will take to provide 

better accommodations for the North Primary School, and appro- 
_ priate money therefor — on petition of Nathan W. Fisher and 
others. 

ARTICLE 25. To see what action the Town will take to provide 
better accommodations for the South Primary School, and appro- 
priate money therefor. 

ARTICLE 26. To hear and act upon the report of any Commit- 
tee, and to choose any Committee the Town may think proper. 

ARTICLE 27. To determine the manner of warning future Town 
meetings. And you are directed to serve this warrant by posting 
attested copies thereof, one at each of the post offices, and in not 
less than ten other public places in said Town, seven days, at least 
before the time set for said meeting.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


To the Citizens of Walpole: 

Your Board was organized by the choice of Robert S. Gray 
as Chairman, and Frederick Guild, Secretary. 

On the resignation of Miss Mary R. Bird, the vacancy thus 
caused was filled by the election of James B. Lewis, and later in 
the year, owing to a change of residence, Herbert M. Plimpton 
resigned — this vacancy being filled by the choice of Horace C. 
Metcalf, both being elected at a joint meeting of the School Com. 
mittee and Selectmen held in accordance with the law. 

As the terms of office of members thus selected expire with the 
year, at the Town meeting held in March you will be required to 
elect to the School Board one member for two years, and two 
members for three years. 


SUPERINTENDENT. 


At the joint annual meeting of the School Committees of Wal- 
pole and Bridgewater, held in April, George H. Danforth was 
re-elected Superintendent of Schools. Mr. Danforth being called 
to the position of Superintendent of Schools in Westfield, Mass., 
resigned during the summer vacation, and at a special joint meet- 
ing of the Committees of Walpole and Bridgewater, held in 
August, Frank W. Sweet was elected Superintendent of Schools 
for these two towns. 

PIANO. 


As recommended by your Committee of last year, a piano for 
the High School has been purchased, for which the sum of $240 
was appropriated. 

REPAIRS. 

Among the necessary repairs, the West and South school houses 
have been painted, and quite an amount of grading has been done 
at the East. 
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FINANCIAL. 


* Owing to the fact that your School Board received two sums of 
money from the State, amounting to $471.90, not anticipated 
when the estimates were made for 1889, it was thought best to 
use of this amount as much as was necessary in addition to the 
amounts appropriated, to employ a drawing teacher. Under the 
direction of the Superintendent of Schools, a teacher was employed 
and supplies purchased sufficient to place this study upon a ‘sub- 
stantial basis, as compared with other studies. For further par- 
ticulars concerning the matter of drawing, we would refer you to 
the report of the Superintendent. 

As will be seen from our financial statement, the State funds 
have been drawn upon to balance accounts where the expenditures 
were in excess of amounts estimated. The unexpended balance 
of these State funds, amounting to $347.24, is reserved by youa 
Committee to be used the coming year in continuing the work in 
Drawing.

We would call particular attention to that part of 
the Superintendent’s report which refers to this matter. 

The small amount asked for, for supplies and incidentals, is 
accounted for by the fact that we have a balance of State funds 
unexpended, which may be used for this purpose. 

While your Committee returns no unexpended balance for the 
year 1889, owing to the large bill for tuition from the Town of 
Dedham, they are able to render an equivalent by asking for $490 
less for 1890. 

We would respectfully call your attention to the report of the 
Superintendent of Schools, herewith transmitted.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


Gentlemen of the School Committee : — 

The fifth annual report of your Superintendent of Schools, is 
herewith submitted. 

As my knowledge of your schools has been gained by only four 
months acquaintance, you will not expect from me any account of 
work accomplished during the year—hence my effort will be to 
call your attention to some of the things that have come within 
my personal observation. 


: TRACHERS. 


The Town of Walpole is to be congratulated upon the excel- 
lence of its corps of teachers. I find them loyal to their chosen 
calling, conscientious in the performance of every duty, anxious 
to improve their methods of discipline and teaching; therefore it 
gives me great pleasure to commend their efforts, and I can guar- 
antee that with your schools in their charge, they will continue to 
improve in the future, as they have done in the past. 

There have been several changes in the roll of teachers since 
the opening of 1889. The High School has suffered most by 
these changes, having been under the direction of three principals 
and two assistants. 

Mr. Frank W. Kendall resigned in February, after a most suc- 
cessful experience, to accept a position as teacher of sciences in a 
neighboring city, at an increase of salary. 

Mr. M. B. Milan was chosen as his successor, and during his 
brief stay, succeeded in winning the good will of all his pupils, and 
his work as a teacher was of a high order of excellence. Owing 
to failing health, Mr. Milan was forced to resign at the close of 
the school year in June, much to the regret of pupils, parents and 
Committee. At the same time, Miss Harriet E. Hutchinson, who 
had served as assistant in the High School for several terms with 
entire satisfaction, was induced to accept a positions in Natick at 
an increased salary. 
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At the opening of the schools in September, Mr. Henry H. 
Kendall, a teacher of successful experience in High School work, 
and Miss Elsie M. Blake were elected to fill the positions of princi- 
pal and assistant respectively, 

Outside of some confusion in organization consequent to the 
changes of teachers, the work of this school has progressed with- 
out any more interruption than was expected to follow such a 
change. 

Miss Anna M. Keene resigned her position as teacher in the A. 
and B. grammar grade at the Centre in February, and Miss Emma 
J. Barnes was chosen to fill the vacancy thus.caused. 

At the close of the fall term three of our teachers were induced 
to resign their positions with us by Superintendents from other 
towns who could offer higher salaries than you are able to pay. 


Miss Mabel Jepson resigned her position at the South school to 
accept a position in Norwood; Miss Ellen M. Duffield to go to Mat- 
tapan ; and Miss Grace D. Parker to go to Atlantic. 

Miss Rhoades, who acted as assistant for Miss Jepson at the 
South school, also resigned at this time to enter another line of 
work. 

The positions made vacant by these teachers, have all been 
filled by teachers of successful experience, and I trust that after 
getting acquainted they will carry along the work without any 
material detriment to the schools, more than would necessarily 
result from so many changes. 

Itis to be deplored that owing to the scarcity of trained and 
experienced teachers, it has become the custom for Superintend- 
ents of larger towns and cities who need teachers, to visit the 
smaller towns at any and all times in search of teachers for their 
schools. This custom results disastrously to the smaller towns, as 
the teachers tempted by the larger salaries, are induced to violate 
their contracts, to give only a few days notice of their intention to 
resign, and thus often compels the employment of inferior teach- 
ers and sometimes the closing of the schools until a suitable teacher 
can be obtained. Owing to the prevalence of this custom, we 
must expect to lose our best teachers at any time, and that our 
schools will suffer in consequence. 

I would not be understood as putting any barrier in the way of 
a teacher’s promotion, but as a matter of protection to our schools, 
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I would recommend the signing of a contract by any teacher who 
accepts a position in this town to give one month’s notice of any 
intention to resign. 

If considered necessary, a penalty for breach of contract could 
be attached, such as withholding two or four weeks salary until 
the end of the year, to be forfeited in case of a violation of con- 
tract. This custom is now in vogue in several cities and towns of 
Massachusetts. 


HIGH SCHOOL. 


This school, which stands at the head of our system, should 
receive special attention and consideration from the Committee and 
from parents. 

This is where a great many of our pupils will end their school 
days—but not where they will necessarily complete their education. 
It is hoped that the habits of observation and mental application 
will be so thoroughly instilled into the minds of the graduates that 
they may consider their course here as the beginning rather than 
the end of an education. 

The object of this school should not be to fit pupils for college 
or Institutes of Technology, but rather to fill and round out the 
course of studies began in the lower grades. The object of this 
school should be first, last, and all the time, to fit pupils to be 
good citizens of Walpole. 

The special work of fitting for college should be left to schools 
specially adapted to that work. 

The matter of regular attendance should receive the attention of 
parents. No pupil can do good work who is not regular in his 
attendance. A pupil who has been absent or tardy to any con- 
siderable extent cannot expect to reap the full benefits of the 
school nor receive his promotion at the end of the year, any more 
than a man working in one of our mills could be absent from his 
work several days in every month, and still expect to receive a 
full month’s pay. 

The work of the High School is planned with the understanding 
that each pupil will devote at least two hours to study at home, 
and if any pupil does not do this, the parent may be sure that his 
work is not up to the required standard. 

The entering class this year is so large that the accommodations 
for science work are inadequate. I would recommend the use of a 
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portion of the basement for a chemical and physical laboratory. 
The expense of the change would be small when compared with 
the advantage gained. 

CENTRE SCHOOL. 


The work of this school is progressing favorably. The ques- 
tion of separating the A and B Primary classes, now in charge of 
Miss Adams, into two schools, requiring the employment of 
another teacher, may require your attention during the coming year- 
This school has had an average attendance of fifty during it past 
year, andif this number were to increase it would be much better 
to make two schools. 


VENTILATION. 


The most imperative need of this building is a sufficient supply 
of pure air. As this matter has been fully explained in the 
reports of Mr. Danforth, it would be needless for me to say more 
than to call your attention to the fact that the conditions have not 
changed since those reports. 

It seems too bad that an otherwise excellent building should be 
essentially spoiled by such a poor system of ventilation, when by 
a small outlay to carry out the original designs would remedy the 
defect. I hope this may receive your earnest and immediate 
attention. 

The teachers are now wholly dependent upon doors and windows 
as their only means of ventilation, and as results from using 
these, are in receipt of constant complaints from pupils and 
parents on account of draughts. While there is no doubt that 
some colds can be accounted for by this defective method of venti- 
lation, still a much larger number are due to carelessness on the 
part of pupils. Many pupils can be seen every day running from 
the warm room into the outside air without any covering for the 
head or additional clothing. 

The parent should bear in mind, when contemplating sending a 
complaint to the teacher, that while the teacher may be to blame, 
that there is a possibility that the cold could have been contracted 
in many other ways than by sitting in a draught of air. 


NORTH AND SOUTH SCHOOLS. 


These two schools need remodeling to accommodate the large 
number of children now attending. 
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At the North school there has been an average attendance of 
twenty-seven in the primary department for the past year. These 
twenty-seven pupils, with their teacher, have been crowded into a 
room not large enough for more than fifteen at best, poorly venti- 
lated and lighted. 


All the light comes from three small windows on one side of the 
room, and the only means of ventilation is by opening the doors 
into cold halls. This room is heated by a small wood stove in one 
corner, and as thereis no means of regulating the heat, it is either 
too hot or too cold. Pupils are compelled on account of the 
crowded condition of the room, to sit within less than three feet of 
this stove. 

The children in this room are actually tortured at times by over- 
heated and impure air, and coughs and colds are chronic ailments 
of both teacher and pupils. 

The condition of the South school is somewhat similar, although 
the smaller room is used only as a recitation room, the pupils all 
sitting in the larger room and passing to the smaller one to recite. 

This school has registered seventy-two different pupils during 
the past year, with an average attendance of fifty-two. 

It would seem expedient with such a large number to divide 
this school into grammar and primary grades,- and place each 
under a separate teacher, as at the North and East schools. If 
this were done now the conditions would be identical with those at 
the North school, as the buildings are built on the same plan. 


I would suggest that all partitions be torn out, and a new one 
placed so as to divide the interior into two rooms of equal size, 
then build an entrance upon the side, with sufficient space for coat 
rooms. This would make two rooms of ample size, which could 
be well lighted and ventilated, and all at a moderate expense. 


I trust that some action may be taken at our coming Town 
meeting toward this object. 

EAST SCHOOL. 

Owing to the extensive improvements recently made, this school 
building is the best adapted for good work of any of the outlying 
schools. The degree of interest shown toward this school by the 
citizens of East Walpole is commendable. Parents, children and 
teachers all take an active interest in matters pertaining to this 
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school, and the result of this harmonious interest and local pride 
has a good effect upon the quality of work done by the pupils. 

Many favors have been received during the year from individ- 
uals who take a personal interest in this school. By this means a 
series of music charts and books were supplied the pupils, and a 
teacher of music provided for the full term. From another 
source came a gift of money to provide presents for a Christmas 
tree. Many valuable books have also been donated to the school 
library. 

For their many favors the teachers and pupils are duly grateful, 
and it adds new zest to their work to know that their friends are 
interested in the work of the school. 


WEST SCHOOL. 


This is the only ungraded school that we have, and with the 
present number attending, can be easily managed by one teacher. 
The attendance has been equal to the average for the past year, 
and the work of good quality. 

An improvement was made at this school by removing the old 
wood stove, and replacing it by a coal stove equal to all demands 
put upon it for heat. The banishing of the old, smoky wood stove 
was a, relief to both teachers and pupils, and if its walls, now 
blackened by smoke, could be whitened, the room would present 
quite a neat and attractive appearance. 


PUPIL TEACHERS. 


Miss Francis T. Cook, who entered the Centre Primary School 
in October, 1888, as pupil teacher, continued her work until June, 
1889. During the spring and fall terms two more were added, one 
from our High School and one from the Foxboro High School. 
The latter two are still in the school. 

Miss Cook was called into our schools as assistant about the 
middle of October, and served in that capacity until the Christmas 
recess, when she was elected as teacher of the primary grade at 
the South School, to succeed Miss Rhoades, resigned. 

As was done last year, I would again call your attention to the 
practical training given these young ladies who enter in this 
capacity—and to those who are desirous of entering the work of 
teaching I would offer it as an inducement to spend a year in this 
way. 
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COURSE OF STUDY. 

When I entered upon my duties in September, my aim was to 
observe and learn the course of study as actually worked out by 
the individual teachers, and so far as possible carry out the work 
along the lines laid out by Mr. Danforth. I soon found by per- 
sonal observation and a perusal of the school reports of preceding 
years, that each study had been considered separately and worked 
up to a certain standard of excellence before another was 
attempted, and as the motto ‘‘ One thing at a time, and that well 
done ”’ isa most excellent one, we have tried to carry the work 
along on that plan. As 

DRAWING 
was the last study to be considered in this way, we have con- 
tinued our work in this direction. 

The interest given to the subject by the talk of Mr. Bailey, 
member of the State Board of Education, had resulted in giving 
the study a very decided start. The main difficulty, however, 
seemed to lie in the fact that very few of our teachers had ever 
received instruetion in the subject, and as ‘‘ a fountain can rise no 
higher than its source,” it was not to be expected that the teachers 
could teach successfully a subject upon which they had very vague 
jdeas. Recognizing this fact, efforts were at once made to remedy 
the difficulty, which resulted in the employment of Miss Mary E. 
Anderson, of West Roxbury, a graduate of the Normal Art 
School, as Director of Drawing. 

The plan as carried out is for Miss Anderson to spend one day 
each week in our schools, teaching and observing the work as done 
by our teachers. After school the teachers meet at the Centre 
School and receive one hour instruction in drawing, and listen to 
such comments and criticisms as the drawing teacher thinks 
necessary to make. The work for a week is then outlined, so that 
each teacher knows just what she is expected to do for the coming 
week. 

By this plan most excellent results are already becoming appar- 
rent, and at no very distant day by this method our teachers will 
be able to continue their work without assistance. 

The money to enable us to hire a teacher and furnish models, 
paper and books, came in the form of special State appropria- 
tions, so that the introduction of this valuable study costs nothing 
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to our tax payers. Besides furnishing the necessary supplies for 
drawing, I have, with your kind permission, and from the same 
source, been enabled to materially add to our means of teaching 


LANGUAGE, 


a large number of valuable books. 

Realizing the fact that too often our pupils are allowed to grad- 
uate from school without having read a good book, much less 
formed any taste for good literature, it was thought best to supply 
a limited amount of good literature to the schools to be used instead 
of so many reading books. 

There has been purchased, in sets varying from fifteen to thirty 
copies, the following books: — Kingsley’s ‘ Water Babies ;” 
‘¢ Robinson Crusoe,’? Hans Anderson’s ‘‘ Fairy Tales,” ‘‘ Aésop’s 
Fables,” Burroughs’ ‘Birds and Bees” and ‘‘Sharp Eyes ;” Nathan- 
iel Hawthorne’s ‘‘ Little Daffy-down-dilly and Other stories,”’ 
Hawthorne’s ‘‘ Biographical Stories,’’ Hawthorne’s ‘ Grand- 
father’s Chair,” ‘‘The Autobiography of Benjamin Franklin ;” 
Hawthorne’s ‘“‘ Wonder Book;” ‘* A Hunting of the Deer, and 
Other Essays,” by Chas. Dudley Warner; Scott’s ‘‘ Lady of the 
Lake ;” Longfellow’s ‘‘ Evangeline,” and ‘* Miles Standish a 
Whittier’s ‘‘ Snowbound,”’ and ‘* Among the Hills.”’ 

It is intended to add to this collection the works of standard 
authors that are adapted to pupils in our schools, and by reading 
from these books and studying under the direction of the teachers, 
lead the pupils to see the beauties of good literature, and by 
degrees cultivate a taste for the good, the pure, the elevating in 
books. 

PROMOTIONS. 


At the beginning of the school year the appended form of report 
card was adopted by you, and as its conditions make some 
change from the usual method of promotion, I thought it well to 
mention the matter at this time.

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The special feature of the card is the provision -—** A good 


character and an average of seventy in scholarship secure pro- 
motion to the next class.” 


The object of this provision is to do away with the one crucial 
test given at the close of the year, and substitute for it the child’s 
record for the year. 


The teacher is required to keep a careful record of each child’s 
character and his work, both oral and written. Once each half- 
term this record is made out on the cards and sent home for the 
parents’ inspection. When the time comes, at the close of the 
summer term, for the pupils to be promoted, these records will be 
Summed up, an average taken, and if the result is ‘ good, ’’ the 
pupil is promoted without further ceremony. If a child fails of 
promotion he may appeal to the Superintendent, but it is intended 
as far as possible to leave the matter in the hands of the teacher. 

It seems to me as though any man must have a great apprecia- 
tion of his own mental abilities who pretends that he can tell a 
child’s moral and mental fitness for promotion by asking a series 
of ten questions and judging by the answers given. 

If the teacher who has been the constant companion of the child 
for a series of months, being thoroughly acquainted with the 
quality and quantity of work done, is not the best qualified to 
answer the question regarding the child’s fitness for promotion, 
certainly the Superintendent cannot be expected to form an 
accurate judgment, from a few questions chosen at random, and 
often answered under the most adverse conditions of body and 
mind. 


ATTENDANCE. 


The table of statistics, giving the facts of attendance, etc., for 
1889, will be found in its usual place. The totals for ’87 and ’88 
are given as convenient for comparison. While the whole number 
enrolled for 1889 is seven less than for 1888, the average number 
belonging is twenty-four more, and the average daily attendance 
twenty-one more than 1888. The per cent. of attendance falls a 
fraction of one per cent. below last year, and can perhaps be 
attributed to the scarlet fever at South Walpole, which reduced the 
per cent. of attendance quite perceptibly during the autumn 
months. 
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The number of tardinesses has quite materially decreased from 
preceding years, being reduccd from 1182 tardinesses in 1887 to 
745 in 1889. 

The record of visitors, while an increase over the number in 
1887, is adecrease from the records for 1888. I trust that this 
does not indicate a lack of: interest on the part of parents and 
friends. 

The records show a constant improvement in the matter of 
attendance, and pupils and teachers are to be congratulated upon 
the good showing made during the past year. I trust this may be 
an incentive to still greater efforts in the same direction during the 
coming year. 

EMPLOYMENT OF CHILDREN. 

As far as I am able to learn, this law is very generally complied 
with. Only one or two cases have come to my personal know- 
ledge where pupils have been employed without the required certifi- 
cate, and where their attention has been called to the law have 
immediately carried out its requirements. I give below the only 
additional legislation that applies to this matter. 


[ CHAP. 291. ] 


An Act relating to the Employment of Children. 
Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 

Section seven of chapter three hundred and forty-eight of the acts of the year 
eighteen hundred and eighty-eight, is hereby amended by inserting after the word 
“unless,” in the seventh line of said section, the words: —such child can read 
at sight and write legibly simple sentences in the English language or is, —so as 
to read as follows:— No child who has been continuously a resident of a city or 
town since reaching the age of thirteen years shall be entitled to receive a certifi- 
cate that he has reached the age of fourteen unless or until he has attended school 
according to law in such city or town for at least twenty weeks since reaching 
the age of thirteen, unless such child can read at sight and write legibly simple 
sentences in the English language, or is exempted by law from such attendance. 
Approved April 26, 1889. 


TRUANCY. 

We have no great amount of truancy, only occasional cases here 
and there. JI would call your attention to the following act of 
the Legislature of 1889, regarding this matter, as tending to sim- 
plify the work of the truant officer. 


[CHAP. 422.] 


An Act to authorize Truant Officers to apprehend and take to School without 
warrant Truants discovered in the act of Truancy. 
Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 

Sect. 1. Truant officers in cities and towns are hereby authorized, under the 
direction of the school committees of their respective cities and towns, to appre- 
hend and take to school without warrant all truants found wandering about in 
the streets or public places. 

Sect. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage. Approved June 6, 
1889. 
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HABITUAL TRUANTS. 


[CHaP. 249.] 
An Act concerning Habitual Truants. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 

Sect. 1. Section ten of chapter forty-eight of the?Public Statutes is hereby 
amended by inserting after the word “ignorance” in the fifth line of said sec- 
tion, the words :—and such children as persistently violate the reasonable rules 
and regulations of the common schools, — so as to read as follows: — Section 10. 
Each town shall make all needful provisions and arrangements concerning 
habitual truants and children between seven and fifteen years of age who may be 
found wandering about in the streets or public places therein, having no lawful 
occupation or business, not attending school, and growing up in ignorance, and 
such children as persistently violate the reasonable rules and regulations of the 
common jschools; and shall make such by-laws as shall be most conducive to 
the welfare of such children, and to the good order of such town: and shall 
Tite suitable places for the confinement, discipline, and instruction of such 
children. 


SEcT. 2. Section twelve of chapter forty-eight of the Public Statutes is hereby 
amended by inserting after the word “ ignorance” in the fourth line of said sec- 
tion, the words:—or of persistently violating the rules and regulations of the 
common schools, —so as to read as follows: — Section 12. Any minor convicted 
under a by-law made under section ten of being an habitual truant, or of wander- 
ing about in the streets and public places of a city or town, having no lawful 
employment or business, not attending school, and growing up in ignorance, or 
of persistently violating the rules and regulations of the common schools, shall 
be committed to an institution of instruction or suitable situation provided for 
the purpose, under the authority of said section or by-law, for a term not exceed- 
ing two years.

TRUANT SCHOOL. 

During the year the County Commissioners have established a 
Truant School for Norfolk County, and it has fallen to our Town 
to receive the honor of its presence. 

Having early made the acquaintance of its genial Superintend- 
ent, Mr. Morse, and paid a visit to the institution, I would call 
your attention to its most admirable location and adaptability for 
the purpose for which it is designed. Itis the object of the Super- 
intendent of the Truant School to first and always make this a 
model home. Not simply a place of confinement, but where a 
boy will be under wholesome restraint, good discipline and 
Christian influences. 

It is too often the case that a mistaken idea and false popular 
sentiment attaches to an institution of this kind. I trust a true 
light may be thrown upon the workings of this school, and that it 
may receive unqualified support from the citizens of Walpole.
